gan Central and Elgin, Joliet and Eastern, the 
great belt line that runs around the City of Chi- 
cago, all of the railroads approaching 
Chicago from the northwest, south, and east. 
Armour, Swift & Co., Nelson Morris & Co., with a 
capital stock of $10,000,000, are locating their im- 
mense stock-yards in this vicinity. A great malry 
manufacturers are centering at this point.

‘The Owner Is Sorry. 

The owner admitted yesterday that he 
was sorry, quite sorry, that the plat had 
reached Tue Tribunx. In his expression of 
sorrow he was apparently sincere. He also 
adinitted that there might be some mislead- 
ing statements in the foregoing description. 
He even went so far as to ad'nit that the sub- 
division was two or three miles too far east to 
lie in the path of an extension of the several 
avenues named. Not content with these ad- 
missions, he further agreed that the expression 
**in this vicinity,’’ as used in connection with 
the proposed stock-yards sixteen to twenty 
tiles away, was a trifle vague and apt to be 
misunderstood by men not. schooled in the 

iceties of the real-estate vernacular. 

“A great many manufactu are center- 
ing at this point; it is the comfng manufact- 
ing center of the world,”’ says the description.

COLD “WEATHER IN THE NORTHWEST. 


The Temperature Far Below Zero in Mon- 
tana and Minnesota. 

Str. Paur, Minn., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 

temperature has been steadily below zero 


since Saturday at all points in North Dakota, | 


Manitoba, Montana, and Northern Minnesota. 
The coldest place reported is Muinnedosa, N.; 
W. T., which registers 38 below zero. At Fort 
Custer it is 28 below, at Fort Buford 34, at 
Bismarck 22, and at St. Paul 4. The weather 
has been growing steaddily colder all day, and 
from 10 o’clock to 2p.m. the fallof snow 
was heavy. 
from one to four hours, partly from ,the snow, 
but mainly owing to inability to keep up 
steam in such severe cold. 

Torrxa, Kas., Feb. 2.—[Special.])—A heavy 
snow-storm has been raging in Northwestern 
Kansas for nearly three days, and the reports 
which are coming in from those counties 
where most of the residents on the unproduct- 
ive farms are destitute are harrowing in the 
extreme. In Decatur County the Commis- 
sioners have given the suffering families or- 
ders on the stores for provisions to the amouut 
of 60 cents for each per week. This rule has 
been followed in several other counties where 
merchants would accept county orders. This 
small sum 1s all the people have had with 
which to keep themselves from starvation. 


Now that the weather has grown so severe’ 


many of thém have been compelled to chop 
up their furniture to use for fuel. Gov. 
Humphrey has caused all surplus coal at the 
penitentiary mines at Leavenworth to be 
shippéd to the needy counties for distribution. 
The need for relief is nore pressing than ever, 
and unless food, clothing, and fuel are sent 
there in large quantities mafhy deaths must 
result, ;

City Marshal Ed Bates of Lansing, Deputy 


Sheriff James Skinner, and Tuz Trisvunz cor- 
respondent landed at midnight in Charlotte, 
the county-seat of Eaton County, with the sup- 
posed murderer of the girl found in the Grand 
River, near Dimondale. The unearthing of 
this crime and its perpetrator was a clever bit 
of detective work on the part of Bates. 

After Conductor Shipman -identified the 
girl today as one who came up on his train 
last Wednesday Bates surmised that she was 
from the State School for Waifs at Coldwater 


-and wired her description to Superintendent 


Newkirk. The latter came to Dimondale to- 
night and at once identified the girl as Nellie 
Griffin of Mason, who was: taken from the 
school Wednesday by an old farmer, giving 
his name as Hendershot, who wanted to adopt 
her. 

In the meantime Bates had found that the 
man seen with her on the train was Edward 
Canfield, a farm-hand 55 years old, employed 
near Dimondale. He was quietly arrested 
and Newkirk at once identified him as the 
man who secured the girl at the school. Can- 
field was hustled into a close carriage 
and hurried .to Charlotte | to avoid 
a crowd of would-be | lynchers. 
Canfiela took his arrest stolidly {and refused 
to talk. He has had two wives, but lives with 
neither. ‘The man he works for says he left 
home Tuesday and returned Wednesday night 
alone. Itis believed that he thurdered the 
girl in the woods in the rear of his employer’s 
house and threw her body into the river.

MME. BERNHARDT VISITS HER “ BE- 
LOVED” AMERICA ONCE MORE, 


She Isn't So Ethereal as She Was Once, but 
It Isn’t Safe to Call Her Fat, at Least 
Not for Fanny Davenport—The Fascinat- 


ing French Woman Discusses the Drama’ 


and Drops a Few Words of Encourage- 
ment for Americans. |

SARAH BERNHARDT. jist had not changed 

since she last visited. America, four years ago. 

Her smile was not less bright, her voice was 

not less sweet, and her figure, though it has 

grown a trifle less ethereal, was scarcely 

plump. The girlish grace with which she 

stepped from her carriage and ascended to her 

rooms in the Gilsey House and the ease and 

tact with which she played the hostess later on 

were inimitable. 

From 5to7p.m.she sat and smiled and 

talked to'her visitors. It was rather embar- 


rassing at moments—for the visitors, not Sarah: 


—as the talk was carried on in two languages. 
When the talk lagged Sarah smiled, and when 
she tired of that she eked things out by pretty 
shrugs and sighs and screams. 

Her dogs—her boarhound, Myrta, and a bit 
ofa terrier whom she spoke of as “my mon- 
key ’’—looked on while she answered the in- 
terviewers: . . 

They madg an admirable pictu the en- 
chantress, with her ruddy locks frizzed Psyche- 
wise, her pale face slightly flushed by fatigue, 
her willows form half outlined, half concealed, 
by a ruby gown, fastened loosely at the waist 
by a Theodora girdle; the hound, a splendid 
dog, all white and black, crouching on the rug 
at her feet. -. 

At 7 the last of the interviewers vanished 
and Sarah withdrew to eat her dinner. Two 
hours later she was ready to rehearse “ La 
Tosca’? with her company at the Garden 
Theater. ; 

Takes a Fling at Fanny Davenport, 

She was at work on the first act of “‘La 
Tosca ’’ when, the reporter entered, but at the 
first pause in the play she nestled down in the 
wings to chaf as only she can chat. F 

**Do you think I have grown fat?” -said 
Sarah. “Miss Davenport thinks so. Yes, 
yes. She called me fat. Here’s the pgper She 
said itto. No. She said I was very fat, and 


. spoke cruelly of my acting and of my life in 


Paris, Look, look.’’ And she showed a cut- 
_ting in which unkind things were reportéd to 
have been said of her and her son, Maurice, 
by Miss Davenport. 

** What did she mean by it?’ said Sarah, 
indignantly. ‘I never harmed her. I never 
even saw her in Paris. Why does ‘she make 
such remarks about my son? She does not 
know him. And about my figure? Apropos, 
isn’t Miss Davenport rather stout and heavy 
herself? 

** But let’s speak of something else. There 
is 80 much to speak of. So many things have 
happened since I left Paris. Meissonier-is 
dead and Chaplin is dead andI hear they 
have stopped the ‘Thermidor’ performances. 
O; what ashame it was to stop them. Dol 
think so? Why, I think it was abominable, 
yes, abominable. It is a splendid play. I 
heard it at rehearsal. before I left. It will 
interest Americans as well as Frenchmen, I 
think, The most striking scene is perhaps 
the one in which you hear the crowd out doors 
singing *Calra,’ while a woman inside in- 
tonesahymn. The play is full of strong re- 
ligious feeling and: wonderfully picturesque. 
I dare say, though, it offended both the friends 
of the old régime and the radicals. ;

APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE WORLD'S FAIR 


The Subject Under Discussion by Mr. Can- 
non’s Com mittee. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 2.—[Special. |—

But a 
discussion arose as to the appropriation for 
salaries and expenditures under authority of 
the National Commission. ‘The recommenda- 
tions of Mr. Candler seemed to have made an 
impression, and at the request of Mr. Butter- 
worth, a member of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, it was agreed to leave this matter open 
until tomorrow. it 1s understood to be his in- 
tention to communicate in the meantime with 
the officials at Chicago. _ 

The committee’s present intention is to re- 


| port the Sundry Civil bill tomorrow, and if 


‘the item relating to the National Commission 
is not decided by that time the item can be 
inserted afterwards by way of amendment in 
the form that they may agree upon. An ap- 
propriation for the commission is sure to be 
recommended, though it may be accompanied 
by soine restrictions as to the number. of meet- 
ings and others designed to insure the ex- 
penditure of the money as economically as the 
circumstances and the importance of the 
enterprise will justify. .Members of the com- 
mittee talk as though they have a friendly in- 
terest in the Exposition, but the Candler com- 
mittee having raised certain questiuns Mr. 
Cannon’s committee is obliged to take notice 
of the fact... ¢

THAT'S WHY THE REV. DR. PASSAVANT 
| WANTS $2,424 REFUSED, 


It Is Part of the Proceeds of the Charity. 
Ball and Was Sent to the Emergency 
Hodspital—Lawyer E. B, McCagg, Who 
Secured It for the Hospital, Says It Will 
Be Accepted—Mrs. Passavant Says Her 
Husband Objects to It Because It Was 
Not Raised in a Christian Way. 

The Emergency Hospital of this city is in a 
dilemma. And it is all because one of its di- 
rectors has declared himself in opposition to 
receiving a donation for the institution from 
the managers of the recent charity ball. It is 
because the money was raised through the 
medium of the ball-room. 

The Rev. Dr. Passavant is the director who 
does not want the Emergency Hospital to 
take money raised by the sale of tickets to a 
ball, not even if the light fantastic was tripped ° 
by: Chicago’s 400 and: their satellites. Dr. 
Passavant is a Lutheran clergyman. who 
thinks many of the social diversions if s0- 
ciety sinful. .He likes not balls, fairs, socials, 
etc, He thinks they are merely landings on 
the stairway to destruction, and never hesi- 
tates to express himself as opposed to the 
raising of money for charity by these attract- 
ive methods. 

‘Dr. Passavant is chief director of the Emer- 
gency H®spital. There are six or seven other 
directors, all non-residents, and they do not 
share the clergyman’s views on the question 
of waxed fivors. The minister also has~a 
strong opponent in Ezra B. McCagg, the laWw- 
yer, who has been active in securing contribu- 
tions for the hospital. Mr. McCagg has pro- 
cured about all the outside donations the in- 
stitution has ever received and was instru- 
mental in getting part of the proceeds of the 
charity ball. 

Spoke for the Hospital, | 

It has been the custom of the managers of 
this charity ball to hold a meeting some time 
before the social event takes, place and select 
the beneficiaries. This custom was not de- 
parted from before the last ball and a meet- 


behalf of the Emergency Hospital, while there 
wére about a.dozen others present with sim- 
ilar purposes in view. When the matter came 
to a vote the charity ball ~managers were in 
favor of dividing one-third of the prospective 
receipts between the Kitchen Garden and the 
Emergency Hospital Mr. McCagg was 
pleased with his success and received the con- 
grathlations of the friends of the institution 
he represented. After the ball he got a check 
for $2,424, a one-sixth share of the profits. He 
called upon Mrs. G. L. Dunlap, the principal 
patroness of the ball, and overwhelmed her 
with thanks. 

In the meantime Dr. Passavant, who visits 
Chicago frequently, had gone to Milwau- 
kee. He read an account of the dis- 
position of the charity ball funds in a Chica- 
go paper and hastened to this city. 
He declared that the money ought not to be 
accepted and said he would oppose its accept- 
ance, and that if he had his way the Emer- 
gency Hospital would get along without it 
No argument could convert him, so strongly 
was he cpposed to the means used to raise the 
money. Mr. McCagg questioned the clergy- 
man’s authority to refuse the donation, and 
things waxed so warm that Dr. Passavant left 
for Pittsburg. : 

‘*T have the money,” said Mr. McCagg yes- 
terday afternoon, ‘“‘ and’I have accepted it,’’

Omaua, Neb., Feb. 2,—According to stories

They say 
the delegation, of chiefs now in Washington is 
made up entirely of a disgruntled, worthless 
class, none of whom worked, This fact was 
reported to Commissioner Morgan, who at 
once sent for a delegation of industrious, pro- 
gressive Indians to: visit Washington and pre- 
sent their side of the case. Previous to this 
action not one of the latter class had been 
called to Washington, and the Indians who 
were called at once began to taunt the indus- 
trious ones over this condition of things. 
They drew the ‘only moral there was in it— 
that it did not pay to, work, but if every 
Indian would at on roceed to dance and 
fight they would at once receive the attention 
and respect of the Great Father. The delega- 
tion left for Chicago today, where they will 
be joined by parties of the Indians from the 
Lower Brule and Standing Rock Agencies and 
proceed to Washington.

SAVAGE ASSAULT LED BY.A WOMAN. 


The Superintendent of the Mammoth Mine 
Roughly Handled. 

Pitrssure, Pa., Feb. 2.—A German woman 
named Heinlich, whose husband was one of 
the victims of the explosion at the Mammoth 
Mine last Tuesday; wadthe leader in an as- 
sault upon Superintendent Keighley at the 
mouth of the Mammoth Mine this morning. 
Accompanying her was a Hungarian woman 
and two Hungarian men. Mrs. Heinlich ac- 
cused the Superintendent of having killed her 
husband and set upon him, choking him se- 
verely. They then assailed Keighley with 
stones and would doubtless have seriously 
injured him had not assistance arrived and 
drove the assailants away. Mr. Keighley re- 
ceived a number of painful injuries.

Several witnesses corroborated the 
evidence that fire-bosses performed other 
work than their daily inspection; that Snaith 
had said the mine was dangerous just before 
the explosion. _ é

Prof. Koch’s Remedy Fails to Save a Bos-

at the Tremont House this morning. He was 
suffering from laryngitis.

Mr. Bradley had 
been suffering with consumption for several 
years and it was at his own request that he was 
treated with the lymph. His condition was 
such that’ when treatment began the physi- 
cians hoped for a radical improvement, but 
were exceedingly loath to believe that a cure 
could be effected. Both lutigs were badly af- 
fected and the larynx was also under the ban 
of the disease. After the lymph had been ad-

ment was found in the throat, but so far as the 
lungs were concerned the medicine had pro- 
Skid Dr. Fos- 
ter today: ‘“‘ As towhether the lymph did or 
did not. hasten his end is a delicate question 
for meto answer. There certainly were no 
symptoms that indicated that it was having 
any ill effects upon him, but the disease had 
gone too far to be checked.” ‘

This wasin reply to the implica- 
tion tng it was wrong for a Congressman to 
speculate in silver. His profits on an invest- 
ment of $2,000 were proportionately greater 
than Littler’s or Tanner’s gain, for Col. Taj- 
lor netted about $900 in the course of a 
month, while Littler made less than that on 
a risk twice as great, and Tanner didn’t make 
much more though operating on a margin of 
$5,000. The belief that S. V. White & Co. 
could give useful information was confirmed 
by Col. Taylor’s statement that he made his 
deals through them.

Of course Mr. Longley has noth- 
ing to say about pelitics on this side of the line, 
but as a leading member of the Liberal party 
atid anopponent of Sir John. Macdonald he 
talks freely in regard to the situation in Can- 
ada. In an interview today Mr, Longley said: 
« Yes, there is some likelihood that Sir John 
Macdonald may dissolve Parliament at any 
moment and precipitate a general election. It 
would be an outrage to do so, inasmuch as 
the electoral lists have not been revised since 
1889, and if an election were held now no 


4 one would be able to vote who was not twenty- 


three years of age or over. But this reciproc- 
ity issue is giving the Government so much 
difficulty that Sir John is getting desperate 
and feels hke going to the country before the 
storm bursts in its fyll force. The United 
States. has a direct and important in- 
terest in the result. The Liberal part 
has adopted unrestricted reciprocity wit 
the United States as the chief 
plank in its platform and if this policy is suc- 
cessful it means an end to all 
tween the two countries. It will settle, for 
instance, the fishing squabble, since Canada 
would then allow American fishermen equal 
rights with its own in Canadian waters and 
ports. The right to buy bait and sup- 
plies would be instantly conceded The 
bonding difficulty over railways would 
end since there would be no barriers to trade 
between the two countries. The success of 
such a policy means simply that Canada and 
the United States would trade without re- 
striction and the products of American facto- 
ries would have the same chance in Canadian 
markets asin their own. I think the United 
States should have some: intérest in such a 
policy.” 4

ANTHRACITE COAL TRADE, 


Due to Operators Exceeding the Al- 
lotted Tonnage—Brooklyn Methodist Di- 
vines Considerably Exercised Over the 
Dancing Feature in a Coming Enter- 
tainment—Arrival of Sir Bedivere, the 
$7,000 St, Bernard Dog—Frank Ehret 
Drops $200,000 on Chicago Gas. 

Nzw Yor, Feb, 2.—[Special.]—The pres- 
ent situation of the anthracite'coal trade is a 
serious one. For several months past certain 
of the operators, bearing but vaguely in mind 
the fact that there was- a fixed output beyond 
which they ought not to go, have step by step 
exceeded the tonnage allotted to them, and 
have marketed the same in a way that has 
tended to demoralize the market. The sales 
agents, in order to meet conditions which ex- 


perience has taught them prevail at this time - 


of year, fixed the tonnage for the month of 
January at 2,500,000. Early in the month, 
however, it became apparent that some of the 


| producers were going beyond their allotted 


tonnage. When Saturday, the 24th inst., it was 
learned that the output had reached 2,400,000 
tons, or within 100,000 tons of the amount al- 
lotted for. the entire month, it was 
decided that stringent corrective measures 
must be taken in order to avert what seemed 
to be imminent disaster. Today a meeting 
was held fur the purpose of considering the 
situation. The cornpanies were all represent- 
The decision reached was in effect that 

the output must be fixed at a figure compati- 
ble with the demand and that this figure must 
be strictly adhered to in order to avert a seri- 
ous condition of the trade. In consideration 
of the fact that the January output was more 
than likely to surpass the limit prescribed it 
was decided to fix one figure for the January 
and February output. This was 
placed at 65,000,000 tons for the t»92 
onths. In addition the companies 
pledged themselves not to sell below 
present prices. As the output for January at 
the rate maintained so far during the month 


| will approximate 3,000,000 tons, the February 


tonnage must be_ restricted to 2,000,000 tons 
under the‘terms of this agreement. It is un- 
derstood that this agreement was considered 
by some few representatives as rather strong 
medicine, and that they would not bind their 
companies by a ratification of the same until 
a consultation had been held, thereby virtually 
declining for the time to ratify the decision of 
the meeting. The future of the wholesale 
trade canbe but one of two things: either fed- 
eration—a rigid adherence to scheduled rates 
and outputs—or an unlimited output and ruin- 
ous prices, in the wake of which must follow, 
in time, general demoralization.
